Claim 63 has been replaced with the following: 

A medical container comprised of transparent plastic film and having a bar code 
comprising: 

a negative bar code comprising light-reflecting segments disposed on the medical 
container film and spaces separating the light-reflecting segments 

wherein the film of the medical container itself defines at least two spaces in the 
bar code, the spaces absorbing light and wherein the light-reflecting segments and the 
light absorbing spaces define a negative image bar code 

wherein the negative image bar code is detectable with a bar code reader, 

wherein the negative image bar code comprises variable information, and 
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wherein the variable information comprises at least one selected from the group 
consisting of: lot number, batch number, expiration date, serial number, production time, 
price, and concentration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7,10-25 and 33-71 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for allowance is the inclusion of a negative image bar code wherein 
the plastic itself defines a light absorbing space that separates light-reflecting segments to define 
a negative image bar code.
